ing and laying in Aſhes, all Places before them. 


Theſe Troubles and Confuſions in Hungary were 


the Talk and Amazement of all Chriſtendom, and the 


more Remote Princes of Europe, ſtood at a Gaze, 
expecting the Iſſue of the Treaty, begun between 


the French Ring and the Pope ; and the Princes of 
Germany, like Men ſurprized, knew not what Suc- 
cours to afford : Some thought it was now high 


Time to Treat with his Imperial Majeſty, and ro 


recover the Rights and Priviledges they pretended 
to, and to Condeſcend to no Terms of Confederacy 
againſt the Common Enemy, unleſs with Adyantage 


to their own Territories, and indeed all in General 


Acted with that Indifferency and Neglect, as if the 
State of Auſtria only, and not the Common Cauſe of 


the Empire, lay at Stake. The Election of a Gene- | 


ral to Command the Imperial Army, admitting a 
long Debate, was another Obſtacle to the Preparati- 
ons for War ; the EleCtor of Brandenburg was, nomi- 
nated and ſolicited to accept the chief Command 
but the Title of being General of the Empire, or o 
the Imperial Army, was a Diſpute undeterminable 
and a Difficulty not to be ſurmounted ; In ſhort, in- 
ſtead of Unanimity and a Vigorous Oppoſition of 
the Enemy, the Imperial Councels had unhappily 


no other Reſult, than an Increafe of Animoſities and 


Difficulties amongſt themſelves: His Imperial Ma- 
jeſty himſelt being alſo terrified with the' Siege of 
Neuhauſell, and the near Incurſions of the Turks, aban- 
doned Vienna, carrying with him the Records and 
greateſt part of his Riches to Lintæ, to the great Ap- 
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ountry in General, and was an Act that might have 


produced very fatal Effects had not the Approach 


of Winter, and the Progreſs of the Infidels been in- 
terrupted by the Valour, Vigilance and good For- 
tune of Count Serini, who entring the Turkiſh Con- 
fines near Commorra, with Fire and Sword deſtroy'd 
all before him, defeated 3000 Fanizaries and took 
from them a good Booty of Money and Proviſions, 
deſigned for their Camp before Neubauſel. 


However the Turks {till puſhed on the Siege, and 
having filled the Ditch attempted another Storm, 


but came off with a conſiderable Loſs; they yet on the 
oth of September gave a more Furious Aſſault than e- 


ver, every Baſha leading his Men in the Front, fo 
that the Action was fo Violently and Courageouſly 


performed, that the Turks/pþ Colours were advanced 
to the Top of the Rampire of Fort Frederick, where 


fighting Hand in Hand with the Chriſtians for a long 


Time, the Courage of the Defendants at laſt pre-

might Benefit or Shelter the Enemy: The Fortifica-

tions of Presburg were repaired, and ſome new Additi- 


ons made, but the Inhabitants were ſo diſpirited, that 


they began to entertain thoughts of ſubmitting to 
the Clemeney of the Turks ; who had newly decla- 


red, that ſuch as voluntarily yeided Obedience to

Siege of Things being thus far agreed on, let us view the 
Canifa.

bled, to Conſider of the Affairs of the War; the Place 
after due approaches, furious Cannonadings and At- 
tacks, ſurrendred upon Articles: This done, he 


formed a Deſign upon Leventz, but in his march 


thither was Caſually engaged with a Body of 14000 


- Turks and Tartars, who fell upon his Rear, but the 


Count commanded the Regiments of Major-Gene- 


ral Guarinieuand of the Colonels Caprara and Aeitſch 
and the Horſe and Dragoons of Brandenburgh, then 
marching in the Van, to face about and Charge the 


Enemy, which they performed with that Courage 


and Reſolution, that they purſued them as far as the 
Giava, where being reinforced they renewed the 
Fight againſt the Chriſtians: Fortune for a long 
Time, remained doubtful, but at length the Admi- 
rable Reſolution of the Imperialiſts prevailed, a 1000 | 
Turks were {lain upon the Place, many were drowned 
and the Reſt fled, leaving a Rich Booty for a Re- 
ward to the Conquerors; and Levent proved the 


Reward of the Victory. 


In the mean Time, the Pope having promiſed 


the Emperor a Supply of 100 Foot and 5oo⁰ 


Horſe ; Count Leſley upon his Arrival at Venice, was 
ſurprized to underſtand that theſe Forces were diſ- 
banded, npon a ſerious Conſultation that the Ex- 


pence was too great for the Eccleſiaſtical State, and 


that the Soldiery were alſo unwilling of themſelves 
to be ſo far ſeparated from their own Country, all 
which at the Imperial Conrt were taken for frivolous 
Pretences, and the Cauſes thereof attributed to the 
ſiniſter Offices of a Perſon ill affected to the Empe- 


rors Intereſt, by which the Pope and Don Mario his 


General, falling from their Reſolutions, Le/ley was 
recalled from his Imployment. However, the Pope 
in ſome Meaſure ſupplyed this Defect with Money.

The Turks being madded for the Loſs of Levent, 
reſolved under the Command of Chuſaien Baſha to 
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attempt the Recovery of it, and ſuddenly making u- ts de- 


Two Aſſaults upon it, they met with fo ſevere a feated. 


Repulſe from the Imperialiſis, that 2000 of them 
were {lain under the very Walls; but the Chriſtians 
approaching under the Command of Count S»:/e to 
Relieve it, they came-to a Battle, wherein at the ve- 
ry firſt Onſet the Chriſtians poured a plentiful Vol- 
| Hey of Shot on the Turks and Tartars, at which they 
immediately fled, leaving the Two Wings to an un- 
equal Battle, who reſiſted not long before they fol- 
low'd the Example of their fugitive Companions, 
leaving their Baggage and Cannon, with the Ho- 
nour of the Day to the Chriſtians, who in the Pur- 
ſuit, filled the Feild with the Bodies of the Slain, 
and the Rivers with Blood, till Night came on and 
ut a Stop to the farther Slaughter : Such as eſcaped 
ing refuſed Entrance into Gran fled to Neuhauſel, 
having loſt in all 6900 Men, to an 150 of the 
Chriſtians, among whom there was none of Qua- 
lity except one Covari, a Valiant Hungarian Com- 
mander : 4000 Carts were taken, loaden with all 
forts of Proviſion and Ammunition, about an 100 
Colours, and a great Number of Tents and Arms of 
all ſorts, 12 Pieces of Cannon, about 1000 Horſes 
and 140 Camels ſtraying in the Fields, with great 
droves of Cattle of all forts, and other good Booty 
and Spoil ; which remain'd as a Reward to the Vi- 
Etorious Imperialiſts : The Number of Priſoners was 
not ſo great, only it was the hard Fate of 500 Molda. 
vians and Vallachians to be hanged on Gibbets, in the 
ſight of Gran, with their Muskets about their Necks, 
requiting, as the Germans ſuppoſed, part of the Viſiers 
Cruelty to the Chriſtians in this Manner. 
The Imperialiſts animated with this Succeſs at- 
tempted Barchan, a Palanca oppoſite to Gran, and to 
that end Count Soiſe embarked 10500 Men in Four 
Gallies and 40 Galliots, carrying the Teut onickCo- 
lours in regard that Order had amply contributed to- 
wards building thoſe Veſſels, when they were on 
the Stocks in the Arſenal of Vienna: The Soldiers 
were ſo fluſhed with the former Victory, that no- 
thing ſeem'd Difficult or Hazardous, ſo that Count

Count to give up his Commiſſion; tho* afterwards 
the Braye Man's Vertues diſperſing the Malignant 
Clouds, he was reſtored to the good Opinion of his 
Imperial Majeſty, and Honoured with the Charge 
f Command of the ſtrong Fortreſs of Comorra.

IAC) Suſpicions and Jealouſies of what was Plotting, ra- W 
| ther than any certain Advice or Knowledge thereof: 
And the Emperor's Re ſident at Conſtantinople had as 
yet receiv'd but ſome obſcure Norions, of what was 2 
treating by the Tranſylvani an Agents, which after- 
wards came to a clearer Light, by the means of an 
Engliſh Gentleman, and which being once made 
known, other Things appear'd to put the Matter out 
of all Doubt or Queſtion. And as a particular Evi- 
dence to diſcover this Truth, the principal Servant 
of Count Taſſembach, and one in whom he had re 
ſed the greateſt Confidence, having been put in Pri- 
ſon by him for Robbing him; this Traitor that he 
might be revenged on the Count and obtain his Li- 
berty, diſcovered much of the Plot, by Producing 
one of the Original Papers, all written with the pro- 
per Hand of Taſſembach, which contained a Scheme 
of the whole Method of their intended proceedings, 
as agreed and concerted between him and Count Se- 
rini, dated the 11th of September 1666. This Paper 
being Read in the Council at Vienna, ſerved to open 
the Eyes of the Emperor, and of the Government, 
and cauſed them to watch all the Motions of Taſſem- 
bach, of Serini and the other Accomplices. To 
evidence and farther confirm that there was a Plot, 
Advices came from Sthaketorno in Croatia, that Count 
Serini was in Arms and had levied ſeveral Troops. 
The original Letter alſo appeared which Serini wrote 
to Frangipani, giving him an Account of the Reſoluti- 
ons and Proceedings of Tafſembach; the which Letter 
was found with a Soldier belonging to Frangipeni,

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who careleſly made uſe of it, for a Stopper to his 1670. 
Powder-Horn : Another was intercepted from Frangi- N 


pani, directed to one of his Captains, in whom he re- 
is greateſt Confidence: Signifying the Offers 
which he had made to the Turks of Sub jection to them; 


that the Germans intended nothing more than to ruin 


their Country; and therefore, that he ſhould keep his 
Forces in 4 readineſs to oppoſe” them in caſe of neceſſity. 
Theſe and ſeveral other Evidences were a * 


Conviction of a Plot defign'd, and a Ground ſuffici- 


ent for the Preſident of the Council of Grazs, to ſeize 
the Perſon of Count Taſembach, and commit him to 
ſafe CO: After which his Houſe was ſearched, 
where was found a conſiderable Quantity of Powder 
and Ammunition : And his Papers being alſo ſeized 
and examined, it thereby appeared, that the Arms 
and Ammunition were deſigned to furniſh therewith 
6000: Men, which he intended ro raife : And upon 
farther Enquiry into this matter, ſeyeral Queſtions be- 
ing put to him, Taſſembach own'd the whole Deſign 
and Conſpiracy, and the Engagements which were 
between him and Count Serini. Whereof Copies 
with the Proceſs being ſent to the Emperor, the 
whole Plot was diſcover'd, and no farther Doubt or 
Queſtion made of a Rebellion, and General revolt of 
the whole Kingdom. This diſcovery was ſeconded by 
Advices of the conſtant Intercourſe and Correſpon- 
dences held between Serini, and the Paſha's of Buda, 
Boſnia and Knnifia: And more particularly by a Let- 
ter, which Marqueſs Frangipani, Brother-in-Law to 
Count Serini, wrote to Captain Tſcolnits, containing

monſtrate the Inveterate Malice, which the Maraueſs 
had conceived againſt the Emperor, and the whole 
German Nation.

"Theſe Propo- 
ſitions were rejected by the Emperor at the Inſtigati- 
on of his Chief Officers and Miniſters of State, who 
ſwallowing in their deſires, all the Riches and Poſſeſ- 
fions of the Hungarians, hoped to Force them into a 
Rebellion, by which their Lands and Eſtates might 
be forfcited ro the Emperor, that they might beg 
them for their own Benefit and Enjoyment. 

The Emperor communicated all theſe Matters to 
the Diet at Rar#bon, giving them to underſtand how 
neceſſary it was to ſuppreſs theſe Diſturbances and 
Inſurrections in their Beginnings: And immediately 
before he ſent his Forces into the Upper-Hungary, he 
thought fit to cauſe Major-General Spankau to. March 
into Croatia againſt Serini with 6ooo Men. Upon 


the News, Serini was greatly ſurprized, and in fuch a 


Conſternation that he knew not what to reſolve. But 
at laſt finding nothing could be more expedient, un- 


der his preſent Circumſtances,than Submiſſion to the 


Will and Clemency of the Emperor, Father Forſtal 
an Auguſtin Friar, and an intimate Friend of his, was 
employ'd to Vienna to Manage this Accommodation: 
Where being arrived, he apply'd himſelf to Prince 


 Lubkovitz, the Emperor's principal Miniſter of State, 
to whom having imparted his Meilage, it was re- 


ceived by him with much kindneſs and joy; and was 


the more acceptable, becauſe Serini was his Kinſman, 


and nearly ally'd to him: And therefore Frankly 


told him, that Two Things were expected from Se- 
rini. Firſt, That he ſhould ſend his Son for a Ho- 


ſtage to Vienna: And Secondly, That he ſhould ſub- 
ſcribe a blank Paper, ſignifying, that he would accept 
of ſuch Conditions as the Emperor ſhould be pleaſed 
to impoſe upon him : Both which being performed, 
Prince Lubkovitz did promiſe in behalf of the Empe- 
ror, that Serini ſhould not only receive a General Par- 
don, but ſhould alſo conſerve his Liberty, Places and 
Offices of Truſt, Dignities and Privileges; only in 
Caſe the Emperor ſhould think fit to remove him from 


the Office of Vice- King of Croatia, he promiſed that Offers 
in Lieu thereof he ſhould have the Government of made by 


Carolſtadt conferr'd upon him, or ſome other of equal 
Importance. And farther, this Prince, to demon- 
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1670. ſtrate his concernment and reſpected to this Family, 
offered out of his own Eſtate to Pay the Debts there- 
| of, which amounted to 400000-Florins, and for ever 
to eſpouſe the Intereſt of Serini, and of thoſe related 

to him. Father Forſtal returning with this Diſpatch, 
received at the Hands of Count Serini, his only Son 

to be carried for an Hoſtage to the Emperor, with a 
blank Paper figned, promiſing to receive German 

Soldiers into all his Garriſons. 2 1 

But before Forſtal could finiſh his Second Journey 
to Vienna, Spankau arrived with the Imperial Army 
before Chiacatorno. And tho? Serini ſent him forth 2 
Meſſage, acquainting him of his Accommodation 

with the Emperor, and his Treaty now in hand ne- 

gotiated by Forftal ; yet General Spankau, having re- 

ceived no ſuch Advices or Directions from the Em- 

peror, purſued the Tenure of his firſt Commiſſion, 

and accordingly beſieged the Place, and fo ſtreightly 

preſſed it, that Serini and his Brother-in-Law Frangi- 

pani, were forced to eſcape and abandon the City, 

.and leave it with all that was Dear and Precious to 

them for a Prey to their Enemies. And fo iſſuing 

forth by a ſecret _ Port, with about 30 other Per- 

ſons of Quality, with intention to Submit, and lay 
themſelves at the Feet of his Imperial Majeſty, 

they -unfortunately committed themſelves to the

General Montecuculi having the Artifice to draw the 
Famous Turenne to view a Piece of Ground near the 
Rhine, he there loſt his Life with a Cannon-Ball, and 
the French were much beholding to a Body of Engliſh 
who made very bold Stands in their Rear, that they 
ſo well eſcaped the Germans: On the other Hand the 
Duke' of Lorain having with his Forces the good 
Fortune to carry the Bridge of Conſabrick, ſurprized 
the Mareſchal de Crequi in his Camp, carried all 
before him, and the Mareſchal fled to Treves, which. 
place the Germans took not long after.

manded) within Four Months after; and Laſtly, That 
what. had been ſtipulared concerning Montferat and 
the Duke of Savoy, in the Treaty of Munſter ſhould be 


more particularly valid here. 


We ſhall leave the Dave and the Brandenburger 
loudly to exclaim againſt this Peace, tho' with little 
Raparation, and return now to the other Treaty with 
the Hungarian Malecontents, here the Emperor ha- 
ving as it were ſecur'd a Peace with France (which 
was one of the greateſt Fears he had upon him, in 


caſe of a War with the Turks) refuſed to yield unto

The Proteſtants werenot to have Churches in Towns

iſcharge of 30 Pieces of Cannon, ladenwith Small. 
ſhot with which (the Imperial Troops opening) they 
fired upon them, and made a great Slaughter ; and at 
a Second Diſcharge they fled, being purſued by the 
firſt Line of the Chriſtians, and a great many illuſtri. 
ous Voluntiers, who on this Occaſion gave great 
Proofs of their Courage : While they were repailing 


the Defiles on the Side of the Morafs, the Imperial 
Troops followed them very cloſe ; and cutting in 


Pieces all that oppoſed them, they entred their Camp, 
and made themſelves Maſters of it, where they took 
all their Tents, Baggage and Artillery, the latter 
conſiſting of Twenty Three Pieces of Cannon and 
Four Mortars; the Enemy at the ſame Time fleein 
towards Buda, while the Hungarians and Croats, with 
a Derachment of Cuiraſſier: and Dragoons, command- 
ed by the Baron de Merci, the Count Stirum, and 
Colonel Heufler, were ſent in purſuit of them. This 
Victory was ſo much the more Signal and Advan- 
tageous to the Imperiuliſts, in that tho? there were 
Four Thouſand Jani zaries and Two Thouſand Spa- 
bi's of the Enemy ſlain, yet it did not coſt the former 
above a Hundred Men, and amongſt them no Per- 
fon of Note. But e had unhappily fallen in-

Having thus regained their firſt Poſt, and ſhort- 
ned their Purſuit of the Enemy, for that they did 
not know but that the main Bodies were engaged, 
the Hills ſeparating them from the Sight of what 

aſſed on the Left; they found the Grand-Viſier 

ad drawn up his whole Army in the Plain, to 
which the Duke of Lorain oppoſed his; but that 
they both ſtood at a reſpectful Diſtance from one a- 
nother : But now, after this victorious little Body

Camp; and in the Confuſion occaſioned thereby, 

they put about a Hundred and Fifty Men, into the 

Town, the reſt being bearen back by the Troops, 

which Count Caprara and General Heuſter brought to 

the Aſſiſtance of the Croats, But this Re-inforcement 
was not ſo conſiderable, as either to Daunt the Ger- 
mans, or hearten the Turks much; though the latter 

perſiſted ſtill as obſtinate in their Defence, as the o- 
ther were reſolute to carry the Place befoye they left 

it a Second time: To this end they continued on 

the 21ſt, to play with their Cannon and Bombs from 
the Three Attacks they had, and to fill the Ditches, 
with that Succeſs, that on the Elector of Bavaria's 
fide all Things were ready for an Aſſault. But the 

Beſieged made a Sally upon them next Day, and beat

with that, on the 23d they made an Aſſault upon po

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Retrenchments they forced, and all their other Poſts 
on that fide, and fenlained abſolute Maſters of the 
Caſtle, moſt of the Turks that were poſted there be- 
ing killed; and the reſt rg behind the Ruins of 
the Houſes, from whence the Chriſtians Cannon 
quickly chaſed them into the 'Town. which was on- 
ly ſeparated from the Caſtle by an old Wall, of no 

Defence. This being happily effected, the 

hee rs beſtirred themſelves in all Quarters to put 

the finiſhing Stroke to the Work, and ſo much the 

more, becauſe of the near Approach of the Ortoman 

Army again. And therefore, amongſt other Things, 

on the 27th they laid a Boom croſs the River, with 

Beams to prevent any Body's Swimming into the 
Town, but none of rhe Enemy appeared neither that 

nor the next Day.

verſation eaſie, and inoffenſive to all the World. 

Count Taff, a Lieutenant-General of the Horſe, Connt 
was a very gallant Man. having on all Occafions of Taff. 
Danger acquitted himſelf with great Courage ; and 

et he was not ſo much to be commended for his 

ilitary Performances, as for the Character he had 
acquired of a juſt, civil and an honeſt Gentleman. 
He was of great Underſtanding, pleaſant Converſa- 
tion, good Literature, and well ſtudied, accompliſh'd 
in all his Exerciſes, doing every thing with a good 
Grace. In fine, he would be ſupereminent in every 
thing, did he not prefer thoſe Qualities which ren- 
der'd him uſeful before thoſe which made him ac- 
ceptable.

He was a Man of good Learning, and in 
his Studies had applied his Mind to that part of the 
Mathematicks, which Treats of Fortifications ; by 
which, and by practice of War, there was great 
hope, that with time, he would arrive at thoſe emi- 
nent Degrees of Honour and Preferment, of which 
the greatneſs of his Birth, and his own Virtues made 
him capable, and which in time we have ſoon ac- 
compliſhed with the Applauſe of all Europe, 

Veterani was as brave and Valiant as any, having 
ſignalized himſelf in the laſt War by an extraordina- 
ry Action, worthy for ever to be remembred.

non, and Four of ſmall, they batter'd the Town, 
to the Terrour and Conſternation of the Inhabi- 
tants : So that with common conſent they cried out 
for Quarters; which was granted to them by Gene- 
ral Caraffa, at Diſcretion, and the City yielded, as 
alſo the Caſtle, into which Five Companies of the 
Regiment of Baden were admitted. In the mean 
time General Caraffa with like diligence, marched 
with a Body of an Army to Lippa ; and without _ 
delay attacked it with ſo much vigour and ſucceſs, 
that they yielded it upon Terms, only of being 
made Priſoners of War ; this was ſoon followed by 
the ſurrender of Lagos : In the mean time the Duke

rible Rain, which continued all that Day, and part 
of the Night following, that it was impoſlible to 
execute the intended Attack ; but afterwards the 
Weather clearing up, the Mines were repaired again 
in ſuch manner, that at Break of Day in the Mor. 
ning, Fire was given to them with ſo much Succeſs, 
that the Ditch was filled up, and, as it were, level- 
led as much as was needful. | 
The Attack was ordered to be made in Four ſeve. 
ral Quarters, that in the Front was commanded by 
the Elector himſelf ; that on the Right-Hand by 
the Prince of Commerci ; on the Left by the Dra- 
oons of General Heuſler, and that next the Water 
y Pini, Sergeant Major of the Regiment of Lo- 
rain. About Nine in the Morning the Signal wa 
given, by Firing a Piece of Cannon in the Front 
of the Line of Circumvallation, which was anſwer- 
ed by a Shot to the Right, and foon afterwards by 
Two others to the Left; upon which the Aſſailants 
entred the Ditch, where they were received by infi- 
nite Vollies of Shot pouring upon them from all 
Sides, which giving no Stop to the Bravery and 
Courage of the Soldiers, they mounted to the np 
of the Breach, though the Earth was become fo 
and ſlippery by the late Rains. EE. 
From the Height of this Breach they took a Pro-

The Turks, terrified with ſo bold and ſurprizing 
an Attempt, fled trembling from the Face of their 
Enemies, and crowded into the Caſtle, between 


which and the Town there was only a ſingle Bridge; 


where diſplaying a White Flag, they demanded to 
capitulate for their Lives: But ſome of the more 
deſperate Aſſailants, having no Regard to Flags or 
Colours, or what was acting. aſcended to the T'o 
of the Houſes, and into Windows, and entred in 
at the Port-holes made ſor the Guns, where they 
made a moſt horrible Maſſacre of all that ſtood be- 
fore them, without Regard to Age or Sex, 3 
This Succeſs was in a great meaſure obtained by 
the other Attack, commanded by the Prince of Com. 
merci, who, though wounded in the Shoulder by a 
Musket Bullet, did yet overcome all Difficulties, and 
enter victoriouſly within the Walls. 

On that Side, howſoever, where General Heuſter 
commanded with his Dragoons, the Oppoſition was 
not ſo great; ſo that, laying aſide the Ladders 
which they had prepared for ſcaling the Walls, they 
went directly to the Gate, and, in ſpite of all their 
Shot, fixed a Petard thereunto, which entirely forced 
it from its Bolts and Hinges, and laid all open to the 
Entrance of the Soldiers; howſoever, at ſome little 
Diſtance from the firſt, another Wall preſented it 
ſelf, well guarded, and defended with Soldiers, who 
made continual Vollies upon the Aſſailants; to 
which there was an Iron-Gate to paſs, before En- 


trance could be made; and that fo ſtrong, that it 


was judged altogether impoſſible to be overthrown, 
during the I ſeat of this Action. Howſoever the 
Dragoons of Savoy being encouraged by their Prince, 
(who but ſome Days before had been wounded in

And indeed by the Plots of Tekeli, and the Con- 
trivances and Intrigues of the French, whoſe Emiſſa- 
"ries began now to ſpread in all the great and conſi- 
derable Towns, as well in Hungary as in Germany, 
Towns and Countries were burnt, and vaſt Devaſta- 
tions committed thereon.

ave undoubted Aſſurances therebf, were certain 
Sacks of Powder found at the Gates of ſome Houſes 
in Vienna; and a Fire breakingout in a Houſe adjoyn- 
ing to the great 885 5a of the City, being kindled 
at a time when the Wind was very high, put all the 
City into a great Combuſtion; but by the Vigilance 
of the Magiſtrates, and the activeneſs of the Sol-

1 
At the firſt the Turks did not believe that the De- 
ſign of the Prince was to advance ſo far upon them, 
or to force them to a Battle; and therefore they re- 
tired very eaſily with their Tartars, keeping a Re- 
ſerve of Twelve Thouſand Horſe, with Five Hun- 
dred Fanizaries mounted behind, which they em- 
bosked in a Wood to attack Veterani and Piceolomini, 
Vvhich they look ed upon only as a handful of Men:

This Succeſs ſo encouraged the Germans, that 
Prince Lews to improve it to an entire Victory, re- 
ſolved to defeat and thwart the Deſigns of Ne Bo of 
the Tartar Chan, (who lay incamped on the other 
ſide of the River) by falling upon him before he 
could come to joyn with the Turks/p Cavalry latel 
beaten .

Times the like or worſe Conſequences ; it was ſo in 
this Caſe alſo: For the Turks and Tartars, fluſhed 
with this Succeſs, ſoon after made' themſelves Ma- 
ſters of Caſaneck, a Place of great Importanec. 
All this made the Duke of Holſtein, who lay ſick at 
the ſame time, order ſeveral other Places to be quit- 
ted.

With this Ratification the Aga be ing return'd,

delſbeim, with a 97 to ſtop the French, was, by 
the Favour of a thick Fog, ſurprized by the French in 
his Camp, and charged ſo briskly, that the Germans 
had not Time to put themſelves in a Poſture of De- 
fence; ſo that they loſt of their Number near a 
Thouſand Men, and divers Priſoners, among whom 
the Duke of Wirtemberg himſclf was one, who was 
carried to Paris, while 'the French ravaged his Coun- 


try for a Time at their Pleaſure, and oblig'd the 


Landgrave, now weaken'd by the Detachment he 
had ſent away to the Margrave of Bareith, and after- 


wards by another to ſecure Heidelhurg, to raiſe the 


Siege of Eberemburg : But for this, the Landgrave 
was pretty even with the French before the End ofthe 
Year, for the latter having befieg'd Rheinfeld, which 


The Siege of would have been of great Importance to them if they 
Reinfeld. could have carried it, the Governour made ſo brave 


a Defence, and the Landgrave made ſuch Haſte to re- 
lieve it, that the French were conſtrain'd to raiſe the 
Siege with ſome Diſhonour, ſince they ſhewed ſo 
much Confidence of Succeſs in it at the firſt Underta- 
king, and with no leſs Loſs from the German's Fire, 
and the rigorous Seaſon, which was much fitter for 
warm Quarters than cold Sieges. 

It comes again in Courſe we ſhould obſerve the 
Progreſs of his Imperial Majeſty's Arms in Hungary. 
Since the takitig of Great Waradin, Temeſwaer, Giuls, 
and Geno, were ſo [treighten'd fowWant of Proviions,

For General Heuſler having for ſome Time block'd up 
Geno, he made a nearer Approach to it; and on the 
16th and t7th of June, placing his Camp within half 
a Mile of the Place, he attack*d the Suburbs, which 
were ſurrounded with a Ditch, and fortihed with 
Palifadoes ; howſoever the Germans forced the Place, 
and took it, the Turks retiring with much Confuſion 
into the City. a ü 

The next Day the General having received four 
pieces of Cannon, he fired with them into the City, 
3nd threw ſome Bombs thereinto; after which he 
ſummoned the Place, and threaten'd them, that in 
caſe they did not immediately ſurrender, he would 
afterwards give them no Quarter. But the Turks not 
hearkning hereunto, a Battery was rais'd, from 
whence the Guns fired without ceaſing; and 
thereby in the Space of Five or Six Days a Breach 
being made, all Matters were prepared for a Storm; 
which the Twrks not daring to withſtand and ad ven- 
ture, they reſolved to capitulate on the 27th, and 
ſent out Three of their principal Men into the Ger- 
man Camp; where entring into a Treaty, it was a- 
greed, that the next Day one of their Gates and Bul- 
warks ſhould be delivered up into the Hands of the 
Beſiegers; which being perform'd, the Garriſon of 
the Turkce, conſiſting of about 800 Fighting Men, 
with 200 Horſe, were convoyed within half an 
Hour's March from Lippa. | _ 

Immediately. after the Surrender of Geno, General 
_ inveſted the ſtrong Fortreſs of Philagoras, ſitu- 
ated between Geno and Lippa, which yielded unto 
him; and having repaired the Breaches of Geno, and 
placed a ſmall Body of Men in thoſe Parts, under the 
Command of General Hof kirłen, he returned to Great 
Varadin with his remaining Forces. — 

The Duke of Croy, who commanded the Imperial 
Army in Chief this Year, prepared all Nr ceſſaries to 
beſiege 3 : And in the firſt place he cauſed a

to advance forwards and haften their March: And 
having aſſembled a Council of War, it was reſolved 
forthwith .to paſs the Save over the Bridge of Peter 
Waradin, and proceed to Belgrade, And accordingly, 
towards the End of this Month, marching with great

To which it was an- 
ſwer'd, That France had attack d the Empire, 
by invading not only in his Own, but in the 
Name of the Duke of Anjou, his Grandſon, ſe- 
veral Fiefs of the Empire in Italy, the Arch- 
biſhoprick of Cologn, the Dioceſs of 5775 as al- 
ſo by diſturbing the Trade of the Rhine, and 
committing ſeveral other Hoſtilites, which ren- 
dred the War a Defenſive, not an Offenſive War. 
However it were, the Cardinal de Lamberg ſent 
a Trumpet to the Elector of Bavaria, requiring 
him to quit Vim, lay down his Arms àgainſt 
the Empire, and to give Aſſurances that he 
would make no more Attempts upon that Ci- 
ty; otherwiſe the General Dyet would be re- 
mov'd tv ſome other Place, where the Mini- 
ſters might hold their Seſſions with more Secu- 
tity and Tranquility. it 
All this ſignified little; the Elector was not 
to be moved, notwithſtanding all the Obligati- 


Prince 
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Prince Eugene, engaged on the roth of Auguſt 
that of France and Spain, under the Duke of An- 
jow and Vendoſme, at Lxzara. The Prince came 
up with them unexpectedly, but in ſuch Ground 
where his Horſe could be of little Uſe to him ; 
however he at laſt forced them above a Thou- 
ſand Paces from their Ground; the Fight laſted 
Three long Hours, and was very terrible; thoſe 
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who were preſent in the Battles of Nerwinden 


and Steenkirk, ſaid that the Firing was nothing 
near ſo furious and violent as in this Conflict. 
The Gallant Prince of Commercy fell here much 
lamented, and according to the Liſt of the Im- 
perialiſts they had 791 Slain, and 1904 Woun- 
ded : Both Sides claimed the Victory, and had their 
Te Deum s: The French in general told us they 
had about 2500 ſlain and hurt, with ſeveral 
Officers of Quality; however it were, this A- 
ction did not prove deciſive, no more than that 
of Fridlingen between the Imperial and French 
Forces, which hapned thus: Prince Lewis ha- 
ving very much weakned his Army, by ſending 
away conſiderable Detachments to ſeveral Pla- 
ces, in order to hinder the Conjunction of the 
Bavarians and French, lay himſelf at Fridlingen, 
with only a ſmall Reſerve of about 8000 Men.

Of which the French having Intelligence, thought 


it a fair Opportunity to attack him. To which 


purpoſe, upon the 13th of October, Villars paſs'd 
the Rhine at Newenburg, and ſeiz'd that Place: 


Upon this the Prince decamp'd from Fridlin- 


gen with his little Army, for fear of being en- 


clos'd between the Two Bodies of the French, 
the one commanded by the Marqueſs of Villars, 
and the other by the Count de Guiſcard. 

While the Prince was marching, and had al- 
ready paſs'd a Bridge with the beſt Part of his 
Army, Count Merci. who brought up the Rear, 


conſiſting of 400 Horſe, ſent him Word that 


Villars was advancing towards him with Thirty 


Battalions and Forty Squadrons, in Order of 


Battle. Upon which. he orderd his Army to 
face about, and adyance againſt the Enemy.

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The Prince began the Engagement, by playing 


w upon the French with his Cannon: At firſt the 


Succeſs to the Imperialiſts was very good, the 
Horſe having forced the Enemy to give Way: 
But of a fudden the Second Line of the Im- 
perial Cavalry was put into ſuch Diſorder, that 
all the Horſe quitted the Field in ſuch Confu- 
fron, that they could never be rally'd again. 

The Prince then had no other Thoughts hut 
of making the beſt Retreat he could with his 
Infantry : But they, not at all aſtoniſh'd that 
the Horſe had ſo deſerted them, nor concern'd 
at the Nuinber of the Enemy fo much excecd- 
ing theirs, tell in with the French Foot with 
ſuch an undaunted' Bravery, that they broke 
their Ranks, and drove them from their Ground 


into a: Wood adjoyning, through which they 


purſued them almoti to Huningen. And here it 
is to be. obſerved, that the Foot having ſpent 
their Powder, did the greateſt: Execution with 
their Swords and Bagonets, in deſpite of the 
thick Firing of the Enemy. And as for the 
French Horſe, they ſeem'd only to be Specta- 
tors of the Defeat of their Infantry, as having 


ſtood all the while in the Plain without any 


Motion, till ſeeing: their Foot quite routed, they 
alſo retreated toward Hiuningen. 

The French claimed this Victory as well as 
the Imperialiſts; but being prevented by this 
Action to join the Elector of Bavaria, they 


could not have a very juſt Pretence to it. 


However the Elector purſued his Point, and 
having maſter' d Huninghen, and ſome other Pla- 
ces in the Empire, this haſtned the Three 
Colleges. to draw up a Concluſion againſt him, 
wherein he was declared an Enemy of the Em- 
pire; and his Imperial Majeſty was deſired to 
treat him as ſuch, and Letters Avocatory were

Bavaria, their Ally, on the 19th of January, the 
better to compaſs their Deſign, inveſted Fort Kehl, 
over-againſt Stracburg. They finiſhed Two Bridg- 


es over the Rhine on the 22d, one at the Diſtance 


of Two Miles above Kehl, and the other at the like 
Diſtance below it: They employ'd the Two fol- 
lowing Days in bringing to the Camp Thirty Pie- 


ces of Cannon for Battery, drawn out of Straſ- 


burg, and in perfecting tlie Lines of Circumvala- 
tion and Contravalation. The Trenches were o- 
pen'd on the 25th at Night, and next Night were 
carried on 1500 Paces from the Village of Kehl 
to within Fifty Fathom of the Glaſſis of the 
Counterſcarp of the Hornwork : The Trenches 


were compleated on the 26th at Night, and on the 


28th the Right Half-Baſtion of the Horn-work was 


begun to be batter d. The Garriſon in the Night 


between the Firſt and Second of March, made a 


greater Fire than before upon the Beſieged, but 


without much Execution, for the Sapp was 


carried on, and the Battering of the Two Half- 


Baſtions of the Horn-work, and of a Redoubt 


that ſtands in an Iſland near the Fort continud:

they had reduced yy — Power, in Eleven Days 
they brought the Town of Komar, an Important

14th of OF. But General Rabutin (the Emperor's 


Commander in Chief in Tranſylvania) march d from

- In or- 
der thereunto, they made, on tie 22d, an Excur- 


fion almoſt to the Gates of Vienna, and plundered 
ſeveral Villages, which put the Inhabitants of the Su- 


burbs of that 4 ſuch a Conſternation, that 


they quitted their Houſes to retire into the Town, 


This Attempt obliged the King of the Rumant 


to order a Line to be caſt up for the better Securi- 
ty of the Suburbs, and neighbouring -Villages of 
Vienna. But the Malecontents were not ſo Proſpe- 
tous in other Places. The Garriſon of Caniſcha 
made a Salley upon them, and killed 200; they
